in himself or in some other being: nor has 
there heen a changg or a revolution in anv 
of the creations of God hut it was eff-cted 
by ‘faith: neither will there be a change 
ora revolution anless it is effected in the 
same way. in any of the vast creations of 
the Almighty; for it is by faith that the 
Deity works. |

Let us here offer some explanation in 
relation to faith that our meaning may. be 
clearly comprebendéed..

Dr. Durbin, in his ‘Observations on the 
Bast,” has a very interesting chapter on the 
restoration of the Jews—the prophecies in re- 
lation thereto—and the *‘signs of the times”’ 
whith indicate their speedy fulfilment.

‘@ighteen hundred years they have been plun- 
dred, trodden down, banished. and put to 
in a thousand forms, all of which evils 
“they might have avoided by renouncing: their 
religion. Yet,asa people they Mave never 
wavered in their national faith.” 
“To their dispersion, their unity, their sym- 
‘pathy, their retgious zeal, and their htred to 
sdolatry, is to he added the very little-ohsegved 
fact of their Jiterary and political, as well as 
-e-mmercial inflaence throughout the world. 
‘We are used to consider Jews only as ped- 
lars or money-jobbers; we have not been ac- 
“eustomed to think of them ‘as occupying pro- 


fessorships in the first universities of Europe!

‘ing on national armies to victory, and as sit- 
in the cabinets of kings. Annihilate them, 
their property, their influence, and their rela- 
tions with society, and the world would re- 
‘esive a shock from which it would not recover
